OVERVIEW 

The National Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander Survey (NATSIS), 
conducted throughout Australia during April to July 1994, obtained 
information about the social, economic and cultural status, conditions 
and attitudes of Australia's Indigenous population. This was the first 
time such a wide ranging and comprehensive survey of Australia's 
Indigenous people had been conducted by the ABS or any other 
agency. 


The survey had its origins in the Royal Commission into Aboriginal 
Deaths in Custody. Recommendation 49 of this Commission's Report 
required that a comprehensive survey of Aboriginal and Torres Strait 
Islander people be conducted to collect statistical information which 
the Commission found to be lacking and believed to be important to 
Aboriginal self-determination. 


PURPOSE 

The NATSIS provides data that assists in measuring the social and 
economic well-being of the population and provides information on 
the social, economic and cultural status, conditions and attitudes of 
Australia's Indigenous population. Its purpose is to provide Aboriginal 
and Torres Strait Islander people and Commonwealth, State and 
Territory Governments, Local Governments and Aboriginal and 
Torres Strait Islander Organisations with the most needed statistics 


about Indigenous peoples. The Survey results provide a stronger 
information base for planning for the empowerment of Australia's 
Indigenous peoples and for measuring progress in meeting their 
objectives, aspirations and needs. It also provides a valuable 
information base for influencing government policies and the delivery 
of services. 


SCOPE 
All Australian Indigenous people, in both private and special 
dwellings, including prisoners in April 1994. 


The coverage is those people in households where at least one 
person (any responsible adult) has answered 'Yes' to a version of the 
standard ABS Indigenous identification question which enquires if 
there are any Indigenous people in the household when questioned 
by a Population Survey Operations Interviewer.

COLLECTION HISTORY 

The Survey was conducted from the selected samples of 694 Census 
collection districts based on 1991 Census data. The survey 
interviewers approached approximately 135,500 private and special 
dwellings in the selected urban and rural Census collection districts, 
to find approximately 6,700 dwellings were Aboriginal and Torres 
Strait Islander population were currently living. A random sample of 
these dwellings was selected for inclusion in the survey. 


The survey data were collected by trained Indigenous interviewers 
from the selected Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander people 
through personal interviews during the period April to July 1994. For 
children under 13 years age, information was obtained from the adult 
responsible for the child. Persons aged 13 to 17 years were 
interviewed with the consent of the parent or guardian. Non- 
indigenous people aged 15 years and over, living in the selected 
dwellings, were also interviewed and asked a reduced range of 
questions pertaining to employment status and income, so that 
information for families and household would be complete.

Data availability comments 

The 1994 National Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander Survey 
(NATSIS) provided a wealth on information about the social, 
economic, and health status of the Aboriginal and Torres Strait 
Islander population. The NATSIS produced data down to Aboriginal 
and Torres Strait Islander Commission (ATSIC) Region level. An 
important use of the statistics from the Survey was to assist 
Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander organisations and individuals in 
making their planning decisions. A Regional Statistics publication has 
been produced for each of the 36 ATSIC Regions. Several other 
publications displaying NATSIS data at the National and 
State/Territory level have been published. 
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The Directory of Statistical Sources. 

A considerable amount of statistical information is collected and held by a variety of government and other agencies, including the ABS. 
However, users may have a limited awareness of the existence or availability of these data. Consequently, in recent years the ABS has 
increased efforts to improve user awareness of, and access to, this statistical information. 

The Directory of Statistical Sources has been developed to provide a useful on-line tool for data users to identify and access reference 
information about ABS statistical collections. The Directory enables users to access data through links to current outputs from these 


collections. 


The Directory allows users access to collection information in three ways - by topic, by geographic level and by source organisation. It 
provides a list of collections relevant to areas of interest according to the access method used. 


What is a Statistical Source? 

A Statistical Source describes how an organisation like the ABS collects statistical information and the detail of the statistics collected. 
Information for a Statistical Source includes reference material about the collection, such as purpose, scope and coverage, and summary 
information about the various data items.

OVERVIEW 

The ABS has previously surveyed the Accounting Services industry 
as part of the Legal and Accounting Services Survey (Collection ID 
242). Surveys were conducted in respect of 1995/96, 1992/93 and 
1987/88. 


Although a survey of the Legal Services Industry was conducted with 
reference to 1998/99, no survey of Accounting Services was 
conducted. 


The survey of Accounting Services for 2001/02 is the first time that 
information about this industry has been collected independently to 
that of the Legal Services industry. 


The collection of statistics for the Accounting Services industry is 
planned to be undertaken three yearly. The collection is a survey of 
businesses mainly engaged in providing accounting services. 


The unit for which statistics are to be reported is the practice 
(combination of business and service company management units). 
Development of the survey commenced on 1/7/01 and involved 
consultation with peak bodies and industry sources including 

potential data users. These consultations assist in determining survey 
scope and content, including requirements for activity data and 
provide some appreciation of the level of coverage provided by the 
frame. 


PURPOSE 

To provide key measures on the performance and characteristics of 
the Accounting Services industry. To identify the nature and structure 
of the industry in terms of employment, income, expenses and its 
contribution to the Australian economy. 


The collection will meet National Accounts requirements for industry 
aggregates within ANZSIC class 7842. This demand is for Australian 
and New Zealand Standard Industry Classification (ANZSIC) class 
data. The Economic Activity Survey (EAS) collects employment and 
detailed financial data from a wide range of industries, including the 
Accounting Services industry. To avoid duplication, the Accounting 
Services Industry Survey collects some employment and financial 
data from a subset of its sample at a level of detail that meets various 
EAS needs (EAS in turn, collects even more detailed financial 
information from a subset of its sample to meet the needs of the 
Input-Output Section of the ABS). 


The Accounting Services Industry survey is conducted as part of the 
Business Services survey. A range of profit and loss, balance sheet 
and employment details is sought from businesses. Development of 
the survey involved consultations with a number of organisations 
including the ASCPA, the ICA and other industry sources to establish 
views on significant aspects/outputs of the industry which could be 
incorporated in the collection. 


Published data will reflect a range of standard outputs including: 
business employment details, income and expense dissected by 
major component and financial performance ratios together with a set 
of activity data outputs. 


SCOPE 

The scope of the collection is all Australian accounting practices that 
were operating in the 2001-02 financial year: A practice is classified 
as an accounting practice if its predominant income is from the 
provision of accounting services (i.e. if the practice is classified to 
class 7842 of the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC)). The primary activities of class 7842 include: 
accountant (own account), accounting service, auditing service, 
auditor (own account), bookkeeping service, tax agent (own account). 


The coverage source is the Australian Business Register (ABR). Any 
business on the ABR with an ANZSIC code of 7842 was eligible for 
selection. Therefore, any accounting practice that is represented on 
the class 7842 portion of the ABR is covered by the survey. A 
practice may be represented by its accounting firm, its service entity, 
or some other entity. 


DATA DETAIL 


Conceptual framework 

The Accounting Services Survey is undertaken as part of the ABS 
program of annual economic surveys. Data items, classifications and 
concepts are consistent with ABS standards. 


The survey also uses the concepts of an accounting practice, an 
accounting firm, and a service entitiy. 


An accounting firm is a legal entity established specifically to practice 
accounting and related services. 


A service entity is a company, trust or other entity established by an 
accounting firm to provide administrative, secretarial or similar 
services to only that accounting firm. 


A practice can be an accounting firm whose business is conducted 
via a single entity (e.g. an accountant practising as a sole 
practitioner, or accountants practising in partnership) or a business 
which is conducted via more than one related entites (e.g. an 
accountants’ partnership, a service entity, and/or other entities 
involved in business consulting, financial planning, etc.). 


Data is reported for the practice. Respondents are asked to 
consolidate data for all entities in the practice. Any internal payments 
between entities comprising the practice should be excluded. 


Main outputs 

The Accounting Services, Australia (ABS cat. no. 8668.0) publication 
will be produced from the survey. The publication contains summary 
employment, income, expense and performance tables.

OVERVIEW 

The 2006 ALLS is the second literacy survey to be conducted by the 
ABS. In 1996, the Survey of Aspects of Literacy (SAL) was 
undertaken and about a third of its content has been repeated to 
enable trends to be monitored over time. The 2006 ALLS also 
includes new topics associated with social capital, literacy and 
numeracy practices and use of technologies. 


Enumeration of the 2006 ALLS is being conducted between June and 
December 2006. This period incorporates an eight week break for the 
2006 Census of Population and Housing and associated Post 
Enumeration Survey (PES). Initial results are scheduled to become 
available in October 2007. 


PURPOSE 
The objectives of the 2006 ALLS are to measure elements of adult 
Australians’ literacy and numeracy skills with the aim of: 


e identifying ‘at risk’ groups with low skill levels; 

e helping to evaluate literacy and numeracy assistance programs; 

e analysing the link between functional literacy and labour force 
participation; 

e identifying barriers to individuals achieving skill levels sufficient 
for daily life and work; 

e providing support for literacy related planning and decision 
making at national and state levels; 

e allowing comparisons of 2006 skill levels with those of 1996, after 


a significant period of ‘flow through’ from education and training 
systems, and increased emphasis on lifelong learning; and 

e allowing comparisons of Australians’ literacy skills with those of 
other countries as 2006 ALLS results form part of the 
international Adult Literacy and Lifeskills Survey. 


SCOPE 
The 2006 ALLS covers urban and rural areas across all States and 


Territories, and includes residents of private dwellings only. Visitors 
to private dwellings are excluded, as are persons in institutions such 
as hospitals and nursing homes and special dwellings such as hotels 
and boarding houses. 


The following persons living in Australia but not usually considered 
part of the resident population were excluded from the scope of the 
survey: 


e diplomatic personnel of overseas governments and non- 
Australian members of their households; 

e non-Australian service personnel stationed in Australia and their 
dependents; and 

e overseas visitors whose usual place of residence was outside 
Australia. 


Non-Australians (other than those above) working in Australia, or in 
Australia as students or settlers, and their dependents were included 
in the scope of the survey if they had lived, or intended to live in 
Australia for a period of 12 months or more. 

NOTE: Defence force personnel in Private Dwellings are included in 


this Survey. 


The proposed sample size is approximately 9,000 fully responding 
persons aged 15-74 years. This sample size will allow for estimates 
of an acceptable quality at both the National and State/Territory 
levels. 


The precision requirements dictated by the International Consortium 
were relative standard errors (RSEs) of less than 16.5% for an 
estimate of proportion of 0.15, for subgroups at the national level. 
The ALLS sample will support the following: 


e RSEs of less than 14% for estimates of proportion equal to 0.15 
for 15 subgroups at the national level. 

e RSEs of less than 25% for estimates of proportion equal to 0.5 
for 10 subgroups for all states except NT. 

e RSEs of less than 25% for estimates of proportion equal to 0.5 
for 5 subgroups for NT.

OVERVIEW 
The Agricultural Census is the basic source of Australian agricultural 
commodity statistics. 


Frequency: Up until 1996-97, the Agricultural Census was 
conducted annually, at the end of March. The current strategy is for a 
5 yearly census with sample surveys in inter-censal years. The 
Census originally planned for the reference period year-ended June 
2002 was advanced to apply to year-ended June 2001. The next 
census will apply to year-ended 2006. 

Scope: The frame population of the Agricultural Census is all 
establishments with an Estimated Value of Agricultural Operations 
(EVAO) of $5,000 or more 

Statistical unit: Data is collected at the establishment level. 
Information: The Agricultural Census collects area and production 
data for a wide range of agricultural commodities. This commodity 
data is used to produce data on the Value of Agricultural 
Commodities Produced (VACP). Information on inputs to the 
production process (water, fertilisers) is also collected and 
disseminated. 


Major Area of holding 
commodity Pastures 
categories: Crops 
Vegetables 

Fruit 


Vineyards 

Livestock 

Breakdowns: Data are available at Statistical Division (SD) and 
Statistical Local Area (SLA) level as well as county and parish 
(Victoria) and hundred (South Australia) up until 1996-97. Data are 
available by Estimated Value of Agricultural Operations(EVAO), 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC), commodity and specified size ranges (e.g. herd size). 


A number of supplementary collections are run in conjunction with the 
Agricultural Census, including Beekeeping (ABS funded), Apples and 
Pears (user funded) and Vineyards (user funded). The number of 
supplementary surveys run varies from year to year. 


PURPOSE 

Primary producers, industry organisations and suppliers, and other 
agricultural service and support industries use agricultural statistics 
for planning and decision making. The Federal and State 
Governments make extensive use of agricultural statistics for 
planning, budgets advisory services and for policies related to 
marketing agricultural commodities. 


The prime objective of the Agricultural Census/Survey is to act as a 
source of basic agricultural statistics about a wide variety of 
commodities. 


The Agricultural Census is designed primarily to collect data about 
commodities (including area and production for crops, number of 
livestock and area irrigated). Data are also available on the number 
of producers for each commodity, and on the counts of producers by 
ANZSIC class. 


The Agricultural Census is also the major source of commodity data 
input into the calculation of Value of Agricultural Commodities 
Produced (VACP). VACP is a major output from the survey which is 
in turn used as an input to the Australian National Accounts. 


The 2000-2001 Census also includes questions on: 


Irrigation (partially user funded) 
Fertiliser usage (user funded) 
Soil conditioners (user funded) 
Fallow land (user funded) 

Land preparation (user funded) 


Fencing (user funded) 

Tree plantings (user funded) 

Salinity 

Landcare membership (user funded) 


Landcare membership is only asked in Victoria. 


SCOPE 
Main Collection 


The scope is all establishments with an Estimated Value of 
Agricultural Operations (EVAO) of $5,000 or above. There are 
approximately 150,000 such establishments in Australia. 


Supplementary Survey 


Within the normal $5000 EVAO constraint: 
Bees: all Beekeepers (approximately 1,200) 


DATA DETAIL 

Conceptual framework 

The Agricultural Census provides a measure of agricultural activity. 
The scope is all Establishments with an Estimated Value of 
Agricultural Operations (EVAO) of $5,000 or above. 


An establishment with agricultural activity is usually a single physical 
location which is used for the production of crops (including fruit and 
vegetables) and/or for the raising of livestock and the production of 
livestock products. 


Establishments in the agricultural sector were classified in 
accordance with the methodology described in the 1993 Australian 
and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANSZIC) (ABS 
Cat. No. 1292.0). 


The ANZSIC codes of agricultural units are determined annually by 
valuing physical crop and livestock information collected. The 
valuation procedure allows for the industry classification of individual 
units to be changed to reflect significant or long term changes in their 
activities (e.g. a unit may change from the Grain ANZSIC to the 
Sheep ANZSIC if the farmer changes production patterns). 


The procedure provides for a dampening or resistance effect to offset 
instability in allocation to particular classes of the classification which 
would arise from short-term factors such as large price movements, 
floods and drought. To obviate such effects, the valuation procedure 


takes into account (without double counting) the area of crops sown 
and numbers of livestock on holdings at a point in time as well as the 
crops produced and livestock turn-off during the year.

OVERVIEW 


4.1.1 The Agricultural Census provides benchmark national, state and sub- 
state data on agricultural commodity production, water use and natural 
resource management. The Agricultural Census is the largest business-based 
collection run by the ABS and is conducted every five years. In 2015-16 the 
Agricultural Census will cover approximately 100,000 agricultural 
businesses. 

4.1.2 The Land Management Practices Survey (LaMPS) is a user-funded 
survey collecting detailed agricultural land management practices data. The 
2015-16 LaMPS is the last of three biennial LaMPS surveys the ABS is 
contracted to deliver under the Carbon Farming Initiative (CFI) MOU with 
the Department of Agriculture and Water Resources (DAWR). In 2015-16 the 
LaMPS will cover approximately 34,000 agricultural businesses. 


4.1.3. In the 2015-16 reference year the Agricultural Census and LaMPS will 
be conducted simultaneously in the field. 


PURPOSE 


4.2.1 The Agricultural Census is designed to support decision making and 
analysis by a wide variety of stakeholders across government, industry, the 
research sector and wider community by providing comprehensive high 
quality agricultural commodity production and activity data (including area 
and production for crops and area irrigated, number of livestock and 


number of producers for each commodity) at low levels of geographic 
disaggregation. The Agricultural Census also enables updates to core 
statistical infrastructure including the Agriculture frame (drawn from the 
ABS Business Register) which supports inter-censal surveys by both the ABS 
and the Australian Bureau of Agricultural and Resource Economics and 
Sciences (ABARES). The Agricultural Census is also the major source of 
commodity data used in the calculation of Value of Agricultural 
Commodities Produced (VACP), which is used as an input to the Australian 
National Accounts. 

4.2.2 The Land Management Practices Survey (LaMPS) is designed to 
support and inform the Carbon Farming Initiative (CFI) under the Emissions 
Reduction Fund (ERF) and the National Greenhouse Gas Inventory by 
providing data in respect to the implementation and uptake of on-farm 
emission reduction activities. Information on land management practices 
including: pasture and soil management, cattle and sheep management, 
ground cover maintenance, animal waste management, vegetation 
management and crop management undertaken by agricultural businesses 
will be produced.The data collected will support evidence-based policy and 
decision making in relation to the CFI and contribute to an improved 
information base to meet Australia’s national commitments and 


international obligations. 


SCOPE 

6.1.1 The scope (or target population) of the 2015-16 Agricultural Census 
and LaMPS is businesses undertaking agricultural activity in Australia, above 
a size cut-off of $40,000 EVAO (or a derived value based on turnover in its 
Business Activity Statement (BAS)), for the year ended 30 June 2016. 

6.1.2 Coverage for the 2015-16 Agricultural Census and LaMPS will be 
maximised by drawing the frame for these collections from the ABSBR and 
Australian Business Register (ABR). The ABR collects information from 
businesses and other organisations when they register for an Australian 
business number (ABN). Since most businesses and organisations in 
Australia are required to obtain an Australian Business Number (ABN) from 
the Australian Taxation Office (ATO) for their business operations the use of 


the ABR is considered to provide a high level of coverage for these surveys. 


6.1.3 The 2015-16 Agricultural Census and LaMPS will use Sample and 
Frame Maintenance Procedures (SFMP) and Business Register feedback 
processes that are based on those that were developed for the 2010-11 
Agricultural Census and have been refined over subsequent survey cycles, 
including the approach used in the combined 2013-14 LMACS (which 
incorporated ‘unit splitting’ for geographic location to ensure low 
geographic level estimates could be produced reliably). Under-coverage due 
to birth lags will be dealt with by birth adjustment factors, if needed (under 


advice from Methodology Division). 


6.1.4 Information for all responding to the Agricultural Census units will be 
fed back to the ABSBR. This information will include whether or not units are 
in scope for agricultural collections and benchmark information (including 
size and geographical location) and some activity information. This 
information will be used to assist in scoping and stratifying future 


agricultural collections. 


DATA DETAIL 
Conceptual framework 


5.1.1 The Agricultural Census and LaMPS provides information about 
agricultural activity undertaken by all businesses recorded on the ABS 
Business Register (ABSBR) above a minimum cut-off applied to their 
agricultural production. For the purposes of these surveys a business is 
identified as undertaking agricultural activity if any of the primary or 
secondary productive activities of that unit fall within the Agriculture 
Subdivision (Subdivision 01) as defined by the 2006 edition of the Australian 
and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC). 

5.1.2 The scope of all ABS agricultural surveys (which includes the 
Agricultural Census, annual agricultural survey and LaMPS) is based on 
business' Estimated Value of Agricultural Operations (EVAO) or a derived 
value based on Business Activity Statement (BAS) turnover. Since 1993-94 
the scope cutoff has been for businesses with an EVAO above $5,000. From 
the 2015-16 reference year onwards, REAS will lift the minimum size cut-off 
to $40,000. The increase in scope cut-off has been implemented in order to 
address the National Agricultural Statistics review findings in relation to 
respondent burden, while improving the coherence of ABS agricultural 


statistics with other sources, in particular ABARES farm survey collections. 


5.1.3 The increase in the scope cut-off will significantly reduce respondent 
burden for the 2015-16 Agricultural Census by reducing the number of 
businesses included in the collection from 150,000 to 100,000 and the 
LaMPS by reducing the number of businesses included in the collection from 
50,000 to 34,000. 


Main outputs 

5.2.1 Outputs from the Agricultural Census will include statistics on land and 
water use, crop and horticultural area and production, livestock numbers 
and farm management and demographic information undertaken by 
businesses in Australia. Data will be produced at national, state and sub- 
state levels (including Australian Statistical Geography Standard (ASGS) 
Statistical Area 4 (SA4) and Natural Resource Management (NRM) region). 


5.2.2 Outputs from the LaMPS will include detailed statistics on agricultural 
land use and land management practices being undertaken by agricultural 
businesses in Australia. Data will be produced at national, state and territory 


as well as Australian Agricultural Environment (AAE) region levels. 


5.2.3 Estimates for some data items may not be available due to low 
occurrence or absence of data items, low quality estimates or confidentiality 


restrictions. 


5.2.4 Specific outputs may also be produced as requested, on a user-funded 


basis, for clients such as government departments and industry groups. 


Classifications 

5.3.1 The 2015-16 Agricultural Census and LaMPS will use existing ABS 
standards and definitions. These will include standard definitions of industry 
as outlined in the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) 2006; and standard definitions of geography as 
outlined in Australian Statistical Geography Standard (ASGS) 2011 for 
national, state and sub-state estimates. 

5.3.2 Previously used definitions of size (Area of holding (AOH)) and 
Estimated Value of Agricultural Operations (EVAO) will provide consistency 


with previous Census and Survey outputs. 


5.3.3 The statistical unit for the 2015-16 Agricultural Census and LaMPS is 
the business. A business is defined as ‘an establishment which is engaged in 
agricultural activities’ (i.e. classified to ANZSIC Sub-Division 01 — Agriculture). 
Most businesses on the frame conduct farming activities within a single 
Statistical Area (SA) and for these businesses the qualifier will be the 'ABN'. 
However, for the most complex and statistically significant units on the 
frame i.e. those operating farms in multiple SAs, the qualifier will be 
business/SA2.

Annual Agricultural Censuses were conducted until 1996- 
97, after which the ABS introduced a cycle of 5 yearly Agricultural 
Censuses, with large scale Agricultural Surveys to be undertaken in 
the inter-censal periods. This was undertaken in consideration of 
provider burden and cost of data collection. The scope of the 
Agricultural Census has been increased to $40,000 Estimated Value 
of Agricultural Operations (EVAO) in 2015-16 to align with ABARES 
collections and to reduce provider burden. Prior to this period an 
EVAO of $5,000 was used from the mid-1990s and before this values 


of $20,000 and $22,500 were used from the mid-1980s. The 
collection moved from an establishment or 'farm' based model to a 
business based model, using the ABS Business Register as a frame 
source in 2005-06.

LaMPS: 

4.3.2 On 24 March 2011, the Commonwealth Department of Climate 
Change and Energy Efficiency (DCCEE) introduced a bill for the 
Carbon Credits (Carbon Farming Initiative Act 2011) to the House of 
Representatives. This bill endorsed the use of a common practice 
test to ensure on-farm emission reduction activities met the 
additionality requirements of the Carbon Farming Initiative (CFI). This 
test was designed to validate that certain on-farm emissions 


reduction activities were not common practice and were, therefore, 
additional for the purpose of generating CFI credits. To implement the 
common practice test appropriately, information current farm 
management practices across sectors and regions needed to be 
collected.

OVERVIEW 

The annual Apparent Consumption collection provides a general 
overview of the supply and utilisation of approximately 130 basic 
foodstuff groups for the resident mean population in Australia. The 
information in the series focuses on the major food groups and 
covers: 


e The quantity of food available (Supply); 
e Where the food supply goes (utilisation); 
e The amount of food apparently consumed by each person. 


The broad data groups include meat and meat products, poultry, 
seafood, dairy products, fruit and fruit products, vegetables, grain 
products, eggs, nuts, oils and fats, sugars, and beverages.

PURPOSE

published by the ABS however in 1999 the Australian Institute of 
Health and Welfare (AIHW), in conjunction with the Australian and 
New Zealand Food Authority (ANZFA), undertook to produce nutrient 
tables from the Apparent Consumption of Foodstuff series for the four 
years 1994-95, 1995-96, 1996-97 and 1997-98. To date, the AIHW 
has not released this nutrition data as a publication. 


SCOPE 


The Apparent Consumption series is a derived collection and is 
reliant on source collections. As such, the scope and coverage are 
determined by these collections. The major collections being the 
Agricultural Census (AC)/ Agricultural Commodity Survey (ACS), the 
Manufacturing Survey of Inventories and Production, Merchandise 
Imports and Merchandise Exports, and Livestock Products 
collections. 


Currently the ACS covers agricultural establishments with an 
Estimated value of agricultural operations (EVAO) > $5000. In 
1998/99 the sample was about 35,000 establishments. This number 
covered the broad range of agricultural production with a census for 
the apple and pear industry, the viticulture industry and the honey 
and beekeeping industry. The sample is selected to enable 
distribution of data at the Statistical Division level. 


The Survey of Inventories and Production conducts a census of all 
establishments that, according to ABS records, are mainly engaged 
in manufacturing, employ four or more persons, and produce the 
commodities of interest to the ACF collection. 


The scope of the collection undertaken for Merchandise Exports and 
Imports concords with that recommended by the United Nations 
Statistical Division and covers all moveable goods (with some 
identified exceptions) which subtract from, or add to, Australia's stock 
of material resources, as a result of their movement out of, or into, 
Australia. 

Excise data is collected for all goods manufactured or produced in 
Australia dutiable under the Schedule of the Excise Tariff Act 1921. 
The only product the ACF uses is the data relating to beer, wine and 
spirits. 


The Livestock Slaughter survey covers all livestock slaughter houses 
involved in producing meat for both the local and export market. 


The other ABS collection used as part of the ACF and also conducted 
by the Manufacturing area is the Flourmillers survey. This is a user 
funded survey and collects data from all Australian flour millers. 


The ABS Agricultural section send out data requests to the Australian 
Dairy Corporation, the sugar refiners, the Ricegrowers Cooperative, 
the Peanut Company, the Apple and Pear Association and the 
Australian Dried Fruit Association.

COLLECTION HISTORY 

The compilation of the series Apparent Consumption of Foodstuffs 
and Nutrients commenced in the 1930's and incorporated 
consumption and nutrient information. Since 1994-95 the publication 
no longer includes nutrition information. 


A major review of the collection was undertaken in 1999. Some 
revisions were made as a result and some recommendations have 
been made in respect to any subsequent publications of Apparent 
Consumption of Foodstuffs (ACF). 


Prior to 1999 the last major review of data items and collection 
methodology was undertaken in 1983 with revisions undertaken back 
to 1975. In 1992 a Survey of Home Production of Foodstuffs was 
conducted to update benchmarks for the calculation of home 
production. These data were previously calculated using information 
collected in 1944; it is envisaged that the home production data 
would be updated on a ten yearly basis. 


Following the 1996-97 Agriculture Census a decision to conduct the 
Agriculture Census on a five yearly basis was made for a number of 
reasons, predominantly issues of respondent load. It was also 
decided to conduct an Agriculture Commodity Survey using a sample 
approach in the intervening years. The sample size in 1998-99 was 
considerably reduced and this resulted in some commodities having 
an Relative Standard Error > 50% at the Australian level. For these 
commodities production data were not published. 


The Apparent Consumption of Foodstuffs series has now been 
discontinued.

OVERVIEW 


The apple and pear collection is conducted as a separate collection 
that complements the Agricultural Census/Survey. The questionnaire 
is sent to all respondents reporting apple and/or pear trees in the 
Agricultural Survey or who have been previously flagged on the 
Business Register as apple or pear (including Nashi) growers. 


The collection asks for apple and pear tree numbers and production 
levels by variety and age category. Details of processing production 
and ‘on farm’ storage capacity area are also sought. 


In years where the Agricultural Survey is conducted instead of the 
Agricultural Census, Apples and Pears Australia Limited (APAL) has 
chosen to fund the continuation of a census of Apple and Pear 
respondents rather than a sample. 


The industry requires estimates of tree numbers (by age) and 
production by variety at the Statistical Local Area (SLA) level. 


Over the last few years, the Australian industry has been 
characterised by: 


e smaller family-farming entities exiting the industry and 
amalgamation of orchards into larger specialised enterprises; 
e agreater adoption of newer rootstocks and varieties which in turn 


allows growers to more quickly change their varietal mix and 
reach commercial production within a much shortened timespan; 

e acapital squeeze, limiting the extent to which growers can re- 
invest in new technologies and orchards; 

e financial difficulties for Australian processors, particularly grower 
cooperatives, in the face of competition from low cost imported 
products; and 

e increased competition of the retail sector as overseas imports 
become more readily available. 

Trends that are currently influencing the industry and/or will be an 
important consideration in the future include: 


e greater adoption of orchard intensification; 

e improved access to new rootstock and varieties as the time 
required for post-entry quarantine falls; 

e the potential for the introduction of pests and diseases from 

overseas as Australia's quarantine laws are changed to 

accommodate international trade needs; 

varieties with a low, or no, chill factor requirement; 

the continuing emergence of Plant Variety Right protected trees; 

the establishment of sustainable production systems; and 

the adjustment of supply chain co-operatives and other alliances 

to supply fresh apple and juice markets, both domestically and in 

export markets. 


PURPOSE 

The information collected has many uses. One important use is the 
determination of government funding levels for industry research and 
development purposes. The data provides the basis for policy 
development by State and Federal government departments and by 
industry associations. The latter use ABS data to support research 
activities to improve the performance of the industry and for gaining 
government support for industry development. 


Apple and Pear Australia Limited (APAL) is the peak industry body 
representing the interests of commercial apple and pear growers in 
Australia in matters of National importance including regulation, 
legislation, marketing, research and development.

By conducting the SAL at this time Australia is participating in the 
International Adult Literacy Survey involving many OECD countries 
undertaking surveys with the same methodology.

OVERVIEW 
What is the Business Register? 


The Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) Business Register is a list of 
organisations which undertake economic activity in Australia. The data on the 
ABS Business Register is primarily sourced from the Australian Business 
Register (ABR), the Australian Tax Office (ATO) and via ABS profiling of large, 
and/or complex businesses. The ABS uses an Economic Units Model (See 
Appendix 1) on the Business Register to describe the characteristics of 
businesses, and the structural relationships between related businesses. The 
unit record information on the ABS Business Register is not available for 
release outside of ABS. 


PURPOSE 


Why is it important to have a Business Register? 

The ABS Business Register provides a frame for most ABS economic surveys 
to enable a consistent, coherent, point-in-time picture of the Australian 
economy. Data is extracted from the ABS Business Register on a quarterly 
basis, producing the "Common Frame". Subsequently, survey frames are 
extracted from the Common Frame and supplied to various areas of the ABS on 
cyclical intervals. 


SCOPE 


Which organisations are included on the Register? 


The scope of the ABS Business Register is all organisations, with an active 
ABN on the ABR, undertaking productive activity in Australia’s economic 
territory. This strategy ensures non-employing business are reliably identified. 
The relatively insignificant economic activity of organisations which fall below 
the threshold for needing to register for an ABN (annual turnover of less than 
$75,000 or $150,000 for non-profit organisations) and have chosen not to apply 
for an ABN, remain outside the conceptual scope of the ABS Business Register. 
environment. The ABS Business Register's comprehensive record of ABNs also 
includes cancelled ones.

How is the Business Register maintained? 

The ABS Business Register is a dynamic database that is updated daily via 
profiling activity and monthly using ATO and ABR data. The characteristics and 
structural relationships of organisations on the ABS Business Register are 
described using an Economic Statistics Units Model (see Appendix 1). The 
Economic Units Model defines organisations by enterprise group, type of 
activity, location and legal units to enable organisations to provide data to the 
ABS at suitable levels of detail. 


In order to maintain the ABS Business Register, the ABS profiles large, complex 
and economically significant organisations and structures them to accord with 
the Economic Units Model. These groups are known as the Profiled population. 
The remainder of ABN registrants are assumed to have simple structures. They 
are regarded as single legal entity and single enterprise group. These units are 
known as the Non-profiled population. The two populations are mutually 
exclusive and cover all organisations in Australia which have registered for an 
ABN. 


Main outputs 
The main outputs derived from the ABS Business Register are: 


e survey frames for use in ABS economic data collection 

e information to support ABS economic survey processes including data 
editing 

e a dataset that is the main input to the annual publication Counts of 
Australian Businesses, including Entries and Exits (cat. no. 8165.0). This 
publication provides data relevant to users interested in understanding 
businesses that actively trade in goods or services 

e aggregate business structure reports for internal analysis and research and 
to meet client requests by Australian and state government agencies and 
industry associations at the aggregate level 


e infrastructure to support the use of administrative economic data.

Appendix 1: ABS ECONOMIC UNITS MODEL (ABSEUM) 


An Economic Units Model is used by the ABS to describe the structure of 
Australian businesses and other organisations. It is not practicable for the ABS 
Economic Units Model to be applied to all ABR registrants as such is organised 
into two parts; the profiled population, and the Non-Profiled Population. 


The units model consists of four types of statistical units. 


Units can be described as statistical or real world units: 
(a) statistical units 

i. Enterprise Group 

ii. type of activity (TAU) unit, i.e. the production units 


(b) real world units 

i. location units i.e. the operating addresses 

ii. legal units, i.e. the legal entity, represented in most cases by a single ABN. 
Diagram 1 depicts the logical hierarchical relationships between these unit 


types.

Definitions 


The Legal Entity (LE) statistical unit is defined as a unit covering all the 
operations in Australia of an entity which possesses some or all of the rights 
and obligations of individual persons or corporations, or which behaves as such 
in respect of those matters of concern for economic statistics. Examples of legal 
entities include companies, partnerships, trusts, sole (business) proprietorships, 
government departments and statutory authorities. Legal entities are 
institutional units. 


The Enterprise Group (EG) is an institutional unit covering all the operations 
within Australia's economic territory of legal entities under common control. 
Control is defined in Corporations legislation. Majority ownership is not required 
for control to be exercised. 


The Type of Activity Unit (TAU) is a producing unit comprising one or more 
legal entities, sub-entities or branches of a legal entity that can report productive 
and employment activities via a minimum set of data items. Only a small 
number of data items are required to be available on a quarterly basis. The data 
items are: 


= Total capital expenditure; 

Income from the sale of goods and services; 
Wages and salaries; 

Total inventories; and, 

Total purchases and selected expenses. 


A TAU can also be formed in situations where only some data items are 
available directly from accounts and good quality estimates can be provided. 


The activity of the unit should be as homogeneous as possible. If accounts 
sufficient to approximate Industry Value Added (IVA) are available at the 
ANZSIC Subdivision level, a TAU will be formed. 


Ideally, all TAUs are constructed so that two-digit ANZSIC (Subdivision) 
homogeneity is observed. This ensures that good quality industry estimates can 
be calculated by the ABS at that level. However, not all businesses are able to 
supply a complete set of accounts for every ANZSIC Subdivision in which they 
have activity. 


Where a business cannot supply adequate data to form a TAU for an individual 
ANZSIC Subdivision, a TAU will be formed which contains activity in two or 
more ANZSIC Subdivisions. 


A Location is a single, unbroken physical area, occupied by an organisation, at 
which or from which, the organisation is engaged in productive activity ona 
relatively permanent basis, or at which the organisation is undertaking capital 
expenditure with the intention of commencing productive activity on a relatively 
permanent basis at some time in the future. 


The location statistical unit is a new unit to the economic units model. It is 
defined as a producing unit comprised of a single, unbroken physical area from 
which an organisation is engaged in productive activity on a relatively 
permanent basis, or at which the organisation is undertaking capital expenditure 
with the intention of commencing productive activity on a relatively permanent 
basis at some time in the future. 


In other words, the location statistical unit is the production activity that is 
undertaken at a particular set of geospatial coordinates/address. 


The key attributes of the location statistical unit are: 
Industry; 

Employment; 

Address; and 

Australian Statistical Geography Standard (ASGS). 


These attributes describe the nature and size of the production activity and the 
geospatial data which locates the address. 


The Business Register Unit is currently working through how the functionality on 
the ABS BR might be used to hold the Location Statistical Unit. It is envisaged 
that the Location will be populated using branch (business address) information 
collected by the ABR and supplemented with information from other 
administrative sources. Initially it will not include industry or size dimensions. 


Below are some of the terms referred to in this page: 
Australia's economic territory 
The economic territory of Australia consists of: 
e Geographic Australia which includes Cocos (Keeling) Islands and 
Christmas Island; 


e Norfolk Island; 
e Australian Antarctic Territory; 


e Heard Island and McDonald Islands; 
e Coral Sea Islands; and, 
e Australia's territorial enclaves overseas. 


The joint Petroleum Development Area (JPDA) is considered joint territory 
between Australia and East Timor. 


Common frame 


The Common frame is a 'snapshot' of the ABS Business Register at a point in 
time under certain scoping requirements. It serves as a list of active statistical 
units (organisations) at that point in time from both the profiled and non-profiled 
populations, for input into survey frame production. Anew Common Frame is 
created every quarter in order to provide survey areas with the most accurate 
and up to date list of units for potential selection into surveys. 


Non-profiled population 
The list of organisations on the ABS Business Register that are maintained and 
updated through ATO and ABR administrative data. 


Profiled population 

The list of organisations on the ABS Business Register that are maintained and 
updated through direct contact with the organisation via a process called 
Profiling. Profiling is the process of determining the statistical structure of larger 
enterprise groups (including business structure, employment, ANZSIC etc) and 
maintaining this information up to date. Profiling is carried out by officers of the 
ABS and can be undertaken via mail, telephone or in person. If profiling is 
undertaken via mail, information is collected through the "Update of Business 
Structure" survey. To find out more about business surveys in general, please 
refer to Business FAQs) 


Survey Frame 

A survey frame is a list of all organisations which meet the requirements for 
inclusion in a particular survey. A sample of organisations is then selected from 
the survey frame for survey purposes using approved sampling techniques.

OVERVIEW 


The 1994 Australian Housing Survey (AHS) was conducted in 
response to user demands for better information about the 
characteristics, physical condition and quality of housing. The 
conduct of the survey was a key recommendation of the 1992 
National Housing Strategy. 


The 1999 Australian Housing Survey was conducted to provide 
further information about the characteristics, physical condition, 
tenure and quality of housing. The survey provides a follow-on from 
the 1994 survey. 


PURPOSE 


The survey results provide benchmark data on the physical condition 
of Australia's housing stock against which users can establish 
housing norms, identify populations in housing stress and monitor the 
effectiveness of housing policy. Users include Commonwealth and 
State and Territory housing authorities, DISR, FaCS, AHURI, HIA 
and ACOSS. 


SCOPE 


The scope of a survey is the set of units or population about which 
information is required. Only usual residents of private dwellings in 
non-remote areas of Australia were in scope in the 1999 AHS. 


Private dwellings are houses, flats, home units, caravans, garages, 
tents and other structures that were used as places of residence at 
the time of interview. These were distinct from special dwellings 
which included hotels, boarding houses and institutions. 


e Information was collected from all persons aged 15 years and 
over except: 

visitors; 

non-Australian diplomatic personnel or staff; 

overseas residents in Australia; and 

members of non-Australian defence forces (and their 
dependants) stationed in Australia. 


The 1999 AHS collected information from persons in both urban and 
rural areas in all States and Territories. Persons living in remote and 
sparsely settled parts of Australia where there were fewer than 0.06 
dwellings per square kilometre were excluded. The exclusion of these 
persons has only a minor impact on any aggregate estimates that are 
produced for individual States and Territories, with the exception of 
the Northern Territory where such persons account for over 20% of 
the population.

Other concepts (summary) 

Housing costs 

AHS housing costs comprise rates payments (general and water), 
rent, mortgage repayments, body corporate fees, loan repayments for 
alterations and additions, and repairs and maintenance costs. For 
more detail, see Appendix 1, MEASURING HOUSING COSTS, in 
Australian Housing Survey: Housing Characteristics, Costs and 
Conditions, 1999 (Cat. no 4182.0). 


Household 


The household is the basic unit of analysis in this publication. It is 


defined, in its broadest sense, as a group of people who live and eat 
together as a single unit within a dwelling. The use of the household 
as the basic unit of analysis requires that the estimates of variables 
such as income and housing costs are based on the sum of the 
income and housing costs of all household members. Intra-household 
transfers, however, are excluded. For example, if one member of the 
household were to pay board to another member of the same 
household then this is not considered as an increase in the amount of 
income or housing costs of the household. Including such transfers 
would result in double counting. 


Tenure type 


Tenure type is the nature of a person or household’s legal right to 
occupy the dwelling in which they usually reside. It is determined by 
responses to questions about ownership, payment to purchase, and 
rental arrangements. 


Until 1995, tenure type classified owner occupiers of dwellings as 
either outright owners or purchasers. A purchaser was a household 
that had a mortgage or secured loan that was used to buy or build the 
dwelling. Households were considered to own their dwelling outright if 
there was no loan secured against the dwelling for the purpose of 
building or purchasing. Outright owners who took out loans (whether 
secured or not) for alterations or additions to the dwelling were 
considered to be outright owners rather than purchasers. 


Owner occupiers are now classified as owners without a mortgage 
and owners with a mortgage. This change to the classification was 
made to reflect the increasing use of loans secured against the 
dwelling in which the household usually resides for purposes 
unrelated to that dwelling. Such secured loans have implications for 
the household’s security of tenure. For example, a household with a 
loan for investment or other purposes which is secured against their 
usual residence has the same security as a household with a 
mortgage to purchase the dwelling. The new classification reflects 
this, by classifying both households as owners with a mortgage. 


Cash income 


Income in the 1999 AHS was collected according to source. Main 
sources of income include: 


e wage or salary and profit or loss from own unincorporated 
business; 
e return on assets which includes interest, dividends and rental 


income; and 

e non-market income which includes government pensions and 
allowances, workers compensation, superannuation and child 
support. 


Estimates of weekly cash income do not refer to a specific 

week.Income was collected using a number of different reporting 
periods and was divided by the number of weeks in the period to 
obtain usual weekly income. The types of reporting periods were: 


e last financial year for own unincorporated business, dividends 
and interest, and rental income; and 

e yearly, or any weekly or monthly combination for wages or salary 
and transfer income. 


Housing utilisation 

The concept of housing utilisation in this publication is based upon a 
comparison of the number of bedrooms in a dwelling with a series of 
household demographics such as the number of usual residents, 
their relationship to one another, age and sex. There is no single 
standard measure for housing utilisation, however the Australian 
Bureau of Statistics (ABS) has used a Canadian model which was 
considered by the National Housing Strategy and the Australian 
Institute of Health and Welfare to conform reasonably to social norms 
in Australia. 


The Canadian National Occupancy Standard 


The Canadian National Occupancy Standard for housing 
appropriateness is sensitive to both household size and composition. 
The measure assesses the bedroom requirements of a household by 
specifying that: 


e there should be no more than two persons per bedroom; 

e children less than 5 years of age of different sexes may 
reasonably share a bedroom; 

e children 5 years of age or older of opposite sex should have 
separate bedrooms; 

e children less than 18 years of age and of the same sex may 
reasonably share a bedroom; and 

e single household members 18 years or over should have a 
separate bedroom, as should parents or couples. 


Households living in dwellings where this standard cannot be met are 
considered to be overcrowded.

OVERVIEW 


The national accounts are a comprehensive set of economic data which are 
exhaustive and consistent within the boundaries of the economic activities they 
cover. However, there are certain limitations in what can be accounted for directly in 
the ‘core’ national accounting framework. Satellite accounts, as articulated in the 
System of National Accounts 1993 (SNA93), allow an expansion of the national 
accounts for selected areas of interest, while keeping faith with the concepts and 
structure of the core national accounts. They present specific details on a particular 
topic in a manner which is separate from, but linked to, the core national accounts. 
Therefore, an Information and Communication Technology (ICT) satellite account 
uses a national accounting framework to present a picture of ICT within the economy. 


An ICT satellite account defines ICT products and identifies their supply and use, so 
that a comprehensive set of economic data relating to ICT activity can be compiled 
for the Australian economy. Among other things, this allows us to quantify the size of 
ICT production relative to other types of economic activity. 


The scope of the ICT satellite account is dependent upon the definition of ICT goods 
and services utilised. While there is no formal ICT ‘industry’ as such, there is 
significant interest in those businesses predominately engaged in the production of 
ICT goods and services. In addition, many traditional industries also produce ICT 
goods and services, particularly computer software, on "own account". 


The supply and use tables, which are the cornerstone of the annual and quarterly 
national accounts in Australia, provide the framework for the development of an ICT 
satellite account. The "supply" table records the total supply of products within an 
economy. Total supply at purchasers’ prices (PP) is made up of: domestic production 
at basic prices (BP); imports; transport, retail and wholesale trade margins; and taxes 
less subsidies on products. 


The "use" table shows the use of goods and services in the economy. Total use is 
made up of: intermediate use by industry (products that are used by industries to 
feed into the production process); final demand (products that are consumed by 
households and government and do not undergo any further transformation); gross 
fixed capital formation (products that are capitalised because they are used in 
production for more than one period); changes in inventories; and exports. 


Supply and use tables provide a coherent view of the economy in which total supply 
of goods and services equals their total use, and industry inputs sum to industry 
outputs. Hence, the use of all supply can be accounted for and there are no 
discrepancies within the system. A feature of the supply and use system is that the 
supply and demand of each product are, as far as possible, independently calculated. 
A formal and systematic process of data confrontation then resolves discrepancies 
between supply and demand. In compiling the annual national accounts, this supply 
and use balancing process is undertaken for all products in the economy, so there is 
no statistical discrepancy, and the same result is derived for gross domestic product 
(GDP) whether it is calculated using the production, income or expenditure approach. 


PURPOSE 

An ICT satellite account draws out and expands the information from the supply and 
use tables relating to ICT products, their supply and use. It also potentially brings to 
account a range of other information such as numbers of people employed on ICT- 
related activities. Outputs of potential interest that could be produced include: 


e estimates of total ICT value added at basic prices and share of GDP; 

e estimates of the value added of major ICT related industries (Such as ICT 
manufacturing and computer services) resulting from ICT activity; 
estimates of ICT value added relating to industries’ own use of ICT; 
domestic production of ICT products, by producing industry; 

imports of ICT products; 

the use of ICT products in the current period by each industry; 

total household and government consumption of ICT by type of product; 
Capital expenditure on ICT products by industry; 

exports of ICT products; 

compensation of employees in ICT ‘industries’; and 

gross operating surplus and gross mixed income in ICT ‘industries’. 


The monetary aggregates described above are first dimension outputs. A feature of 
satellite accounts is that the first dimension outputs can be supplemented with non- 
monetary data, or second dimension outputs. Some second dimension aggregates of 
potential interest are: 


e the number of ICT firms; 

e ICT firm size; and 

e employment in ICT industries (and possibly some characteristics of employed 
persons). 


A more detailed understanding of the sources of supply of ICT products and their use 
could assist government policy formation and assist research more generally. For 
example it would show: the level of domestic production of ICT products versus 


imports; which domestic industries are producing ICT products; the incidence of tax 
on ICT goods and services; and who is using ICT products. 


A satellite account could facilitate investigation of where productivity gains arising 
from ICT are being achieved. In countries such as Australia which do not have a 
large domestic ICT manufacturing industry, productivity analyses would focus on the 
demand side. It is widely accepted that productivity improvements may arise from 
ICT use as well as ICT production. For example, the Productivity Commission has 
suggested that improvements in the productivity of the wholesale trade industry has 
been due, at least in part, to the increased use of ICT by that industry. 


SCOPE 

An Information and Communication Technology (ICT) satellite account uses a 
national accounting framework to present a picture of ICT within the economy. An 
ICT satellite account defines ICT products and identifies their supply and use, so that 
a comprehensive set of economic data relating to ICT activity can be compiled for the 
Australian economy. Among other things, this allows us to quantify the size of ICT 
production relative to other types of economic activity. 


The scope of the ICT satellite account is dependent upon the definition of ICT goods 
and services utilised. While there is no formal ICT ‘industry’ as such, there is 
significant interest in those businesses predominately engaged in the production of 
ICT goods and services. In addition, many traditional industries also produce ICT 
goods and services, particularly computer software, on "own account". 


The supply and use tables, which are the cornerstone of the annual and quarterly 
national accounts in Australia, provide the framework for the development of an ICT 
satellite account. The "supply" table records the total supply of products within an 
economy. Total supply at purchasers’ prices (PP) is made up of: domestic production 
at basic prices (BP); imports; transport, retail and wholesale trade margins; and taxes 
less subsidies on products. 


The "use" table shows the use of goods and services in the economy. Total use is 
made up of: intermediate use by industry (products that are used by industries to 
feed into the production process); final demand (products that are consumed by 
households and government and do not undergo any further transformation); gross 
fixed capital formation (products that are capitalised because they are used in 
production for more than one period); changes in inventories; and exports. 


Supply and use tables provide a coherent view of the economy in which total supply 
of goods and services equals their total use, and industry inputs sum to industry 
outputs. Hence, the use of all supply can be accounted for and there are no 
discrepancies within the system. A feature of the supply and use system is that the 
supply and demand of each product are, as far as possible, independently calculated. 
A formal and systematic process of data confrontation then resolves discrepancies 
between supply and demand. In compiling the annual national accounts, this supply 
and use balancing process is undertaken for all products in the economy, so there is 
no statistical discrepancy, and the same result is derived for gross domestic product 
(GDP) whether it is calculated using the production, income or expenditure approach. 


Information will be obtained from a variety of sources to feed into the ICT satellite 


Account, including Economic Activity Survey suite of collections, Government (use of) 
Technology Survey, Household Income and Expenditure Survey, Survey of 
International Trade in Services and imports and exports data from Custioms system. 


DATA DETAIL 

Conceptual framework 

System of National Accounts - The national accounts are a comprehensive set of 
economic data which are exhaustive and consistent within the boundaries of the 
economic activities they cover. Satellite accounts, as articulated in the System of 
National Accounts 1993 (SNA9Q3), allow an expansion of the national accounts for 
selected areas of interest, while keeping faith with the concepts and structure of the 
core national accounts. They present specific details on a particular topic in a manner 
which is separate from, but linked to, the core national accounts. Therefore, an 
Information and Communication Technology (ICT) satellite account uses a national 
accounting framework to present a picture of ICT within the economy.

Australia is one of very few countries which conducts specific ICT Industry Surveys 
by utilising a set of ICT goods and services descriptions developed from various 
commodity classifications (we have been doing this since the early 1990's). 
Information and Communication Technology (ICT) refers to the services and 
technologies that enable information to be accessed, stored, processed, transformed, 
manipulated and disseminated, including the transmission or communication of voice, 
image and/or data over a variety of transmission media. Transmission media include 
telephone, facsimile, Internet data lines, satellite, microwave, radio, etc. ICT 
industries are those that manufacture and distribute ICT goods and provide a range 
of computer and communication services. ICT goods and services are defined to 
include: 


e computer hardware including laptops, notebooks, portable computers, other PCs 
and desktop computers, mid range multi user systems, large scale multi user 
systems, peripheral input-output devices such as scanners, keyboards, monitors, 
laser and other printer systems 

e communications hardware including radio and television broadcasting and 
transceiving equipment, switching and transmission equipment such as PABX, 
SBS and satellite equipment, fibre optic and coaxial communication cables, fixed 
and mobile phones and networks, data and Internet transmission apparatus, 
modems, LAN equipment including multiplexes, servers, bridges, routers, hubs, 
facsimile machines, teleprinters and other line equipment 

e selected electronic equipment including digital multifunctional photocopiers, cash 
registers, magnetic strip/card readers, automatic teller machines, digital 
television sets, digital set top boxes, digital cameras, digital MP3 players and 
video game consoles with internet access 

e computer and communication parts and components including capacitors, 
resistors, diodes, transistors, chips, printed circuit boards, integrated circuits, 
transformers, semi-conductors, valves and tubes 

e computer and communication consumables including storage media such as 

floppy disks, compact disks, magnetic tape, toner and cartridges. 

packaged and customised software 

computer and data processing services 

information storage and retrieval services 

installation and cabling services 

hardware and software maintenance services 

computer consultancy services such as hardware and software appraisal, 

facilities management, network management, etc. 

e telecommunication services such as telephony and mobile phone services, 
Internet services, data services, leased lines, etc.

COLLECTION HISTORY 
Supply of ICT products 


A substantial proportion of ICT-related supply side data can be sourced from the ABS 
ICT Industry Survey. This survey is generally conducted biennially, with the next 
survey planned in respect of 2002-03. The ICT Industry Survey targets specific 
industries where it is known that significant ICT production occurs. Since it targets a 
narrow range of industries where the production, import or sale of ICT products are 
primary activities (manufacturers of ICT goods; wholesalers of ICT goods; and 
providers of computer hardware/software-related services and telecommunications 
services), this survey is unlikely to capture ICT-related activity where such activity is 
a secondary activity of the business. 


There is no current data available for the supply of computer software produced on 
own account by businesses (other than those included in the ICT Industry Survey 
described above) or by governments. This is a major weakness in the current data 
set and there will be a requirement to collect from businesses and government 
organisations the following: 


e Capitalised wages and salaries and purchase of materials for capital work (done 
by own employees for own use or for rental or lease) on ICT activities (and, 
separately, how much on software development). 


The ABS compiles annual statistics on ICT goods imported and exported (data are 
obtained as an administrative by-product from the Australian Customs Service). 
Statistics on international trade in ICT services can be obtained from the ABS Survey 
of International Trade in Services. 


Use of ICT products 


The ABS conducts a general economy-wide annual Economic Activity Survey (EAS) 
which covers all non-government units. This is supplemented with information 
collected by the Australian Taxation Office (ATO). While the data items collected are 
necessarily general in nature, the following |CT-specific data items are presently 
captured for businesses: telecommunications expenses; software purchases 
expensed; software purchases capitalised; and capital expenditure on computer 
hardware and computer peripherals. There will be a requirement to collect on EAS 
additional data on the demand/use side across businesses covering the following: 


Expenses: 
e ICT hardware expensed 


e Payments to contractors and consultants for computing and communication 
services 


Capital expenditure: 


e Communication equipment 
e Selected electronic equipment (covering digital multifunctional photocopiers, 
cash registers, magnetic strip/card readers, automatic teller machines) 


Other data: 


e ICT employment (and, separately, how many engaged in software development) 
e Wages and salaries of ICT staff (and, separately, how much on software 
development) 


The Government (use of) Technology Survey (GUIT) relates to federal, State/territory 
and local general government organisations (past surveys have excluded educational 
organisations). The current ABS strategy is to generally conduct these surveys every 
second or third year, with the next survey scheduled to be conducted in respect of 
2002-03. While the initial cycle of this survey contained reasonable financial data, 
subsequent cycles collected a very limited range of financial data, instead focussing 
on such things as: recording the type and extent of government usage of various ICT 
products; measures of Internet usage; and various employee-related aspects of ICT 
use. The 2002-03 survey will see a return to the collection of more extensive financial 
data and 

cover educational organisations. The range of data to be collected in respect of 2002- 
03 are:

e Computer software expensed (including expensed computer software licensing 
fees) 

e ICT hardware expensed 

e Payments to contractors and consultants for computing and communication 
services 

e Telecommunication charges 


Capital expenditure: 


Computer software capitalised 

Computers and computer peripherals 

Communication equipment 

Selected electronic equipment (covering digital multifunctional photocopiers, 
cash registers, magnetic strip/card readers, automatic teller machines) 


Other data: 


e ICT employment (and, separately, how many engaged in software development) 
e Wages and salaries of ICT staff (and, separately, how much on software 
development) 


A detailed survey of Retail activity is undertaken periodically in Australia, the most 
recent being in respect of 1998-99. This survey provides data on household 
expenditure on computers, computer peripherals and packaged software. 


A detailed household-based survey of income and expenditure (HES) is also 
undertaken periodically within Australia, most recently in respect of 1998-99. It 
collects information on household expenditures on ICT products. The next HES will 
be conducted in respect of 2003-04.

Conceptual Framework: The central concept in a national accounting 
system is economic production. Production is the process whereby 
labour, natural resources, accumulated capital assets and knowledge 
are applied to the provision of goods and services. The aim of the 
Australian System of National Accounts (ASNA) is to cover the 
production of all goods and services which legally enter the market, 
and also that part of production which does not enter the market but 
for which it is possible to impute a value using closely related or 
analogous market transactions. 


Although illegal goods and services are purchased in the market, and 
should be regarded as part of production, no attempt has been made 
to include them in the National Accounts because of the unavailability 
of adequate data. It is possible that some illegal activities may be 
included by default to the extent that moneys are laundered through 
legitimate activities. However, allowances are made to take account 
of the value of legal goods and services produced but not declared 
for income tax purposes. 


Most goods and services provided by general government bodies (as 
distinct from public enterprises such as government railways) are not 
normally sold but are nevertheless regarded as part of production. In 
practice, they are valued at a cost comprising the total of the wages 
and salaries paid to the employees of general government bodies 
and the cost of purchased goods and services used including an 
allowance for the consumption of fixed capital. Similar considerations 
apply to non-profit institutions - examples are clubs, trade unions, 
chambers of commerce and churches - whose costs are largely or 
wholly met by members and benefactors so that the goods and 
services produced need not be sold at a commercially determined 
price. As with general government bodies, the production of non- 
profit institutions is valued at cost in the national accounts. 


Imputations are made for some goods and services which are not 
sold in the market place and therefore are not amenable to direct 
measurement. Imputation is confined to a small number of cases 
where a reasonably satisfactory basis for the valuation of the implied 
transaction is available, and where their exclusion could result in 
distortions in the accounts.

COLLECTION HISTORY 

The first official estimates of national income for Australia were 
published in 1938 in The Australian Balance of Payments, 1928-29 to 
1937-38. In 1945 the first official set of national accounts was 
prepared by the then Commonwealth Bureau of Census and 
Statistics (CBCS) and published in the Commonwealth Budget Paper 
Estimates of National Income and Public Authority Income and 


Expenditure. 


The first official quarterly estimates of national income and 
expenditure were published in December 1960. In 1963 the CBCS 
published the first Australian National Accounts: National Income and 
Expenditure (ANA) bulletin, which included the first annual constant 
price estimates for Australia. Experimental input-output estimates 
were published in 1964. The CBCS began to seasonally adjust its 
quarterly estimates of national income and expenditure in 1967. 
Estimates of gross product by industry at constant prices were 
published in 1969 for the first time. 


In 1971 the CBCS first published seasonally adjusted, constant price 
quarterly estimates of national income and expenditure. The CBCS 
published estimates of national income and expenditure based on the 
revised System of National Accounts (SNA) (1968 version) in 1973, 
and also published the first official input-output statistics in the same 
year. 


The first edition of Australian National Accounts: Concepts, Sources 
and Methods was published in 1981 at about the same time as the 
first experimental estimates of capital stock. The Australian Bureau of 
Statistics (ABS), which replaced the CBCS, published the results of a 
study into the accuracy and reliability of the quarterly estimates of 
national income and expenditure in 1982. Experimental State 
accounts were published in 1984, followed by the first official 
estimates in 1987. They are now published annually. In 1986 the 
second set of experimental estimates of capital stock was published 
followed by the first official estimates of capital stock in 1987. The 
first quarterly estimates of constant price gross product by industry 
were released in 1988. 


An updated edition of Australian National Accounts: Concepts, 
Sources and Methods was published in 1990, the same year as the 
first estimates of multifactor productivity were published. In 1990 the 
ABS also published developmental flow of funds statistics. Flow of 
funds estimates are now published on a quarterly basis, along with 
estimates of stocks of financial assets and liabilities at the end of 
each quarter. Experimental estimates of national balance sheets for 
Australia were first released in 1995, followed by the publication of 
regular annual national and sector balance sheet estimates in 1997. 


The SNA 1993 was formally introduced into the national accounts in 


the September quarter 1998 issue of Australian National Accounts: 
National Income, Expenditure and Product (ABS Cat No. 5206.0) 
which was released in December 1998. Prior information on the 
nature and impact of implementation of the revised standards and 
methods was provided in a series of discussion and information 
papers. The first annual national accounts publication on an SNA 
1993 basis was Australian System of National Accounts, 1997-98 
(ABS Cat No. 5204.0) which was released in April 1999. This 
publication provided comprehensive national and sectoral accounts, 
including balance sheets, as well as estimates of capital stock and 
multifactor productivity. A comprehensively revised version of 
Australian System of National Accounts: Concepts, Sources and 
Methods (ABS Cat No. 5216.0) was released in December 2000.

OVERVIEW 
The Australian Wheat Yield Collection was intended to be run on 
behalf of the Australian Wheat Board Limited (AWB Ltd) 


Frequency: Once only. 


Scope: The Australian Wheat Yield Survey was intended to be sent 
to all businesses on the Australian Business Register that have an 
Estimated Value of Agricultural Operations (EVAO) above $5000, 
with the sample concentrated in the target wheat-growing Statistical 
Local Areas (SLA). 


Statistical Unit: Data would have been collected at the establishment 
level. 


Major Commoditiy Categories: Area Sown for crop and Total 
Production. 


PURPOSE 

The main purpose of the survey was to collect information 
supplementary to that of the Agricultural Survey on behalf of the 
Australian Wheat Board Limited for the following reasons; 


Australian Wheat Board Limited (AWB) is a major grain marketer and 
purchaser of grain, however, one of the biggest issues that AWB has 
in getting growers to forward contract (i.e. grower locks in a price 


during the season in exchange for a commitment to deliver a fixed 
tonnage of wheat) is overcoming their attitude to production risk i.e. 
they are unwilling to commit to delivering grain that they have not yet 
grown because of uncertainty associated with the forthcoming 
season. 


In the past if a grower contracts and commits to deliver tonnage but 
cannot deliver later in the season, the movement in the market price 
between signing and delivery is the cost of the washout or the cost of 
defaulting on the contract. Over the last 5 years the average washout 
cost payable by the grower has been between $15 to $25 per tonne. 
This is payable at a time when growers’ working capital is traditionally 
at its lowest point (has invested money into growing the crops; 
fertiliser, chemicals, fuel, labour etc.). 


A product called Washout Protection is being worked on that will 
allow growers to lock in a forward contract and enable them to 
manage both the yield and price risk simultaneously. 


The advantages to growers of Washout Protection would be: 


Manage production and price risk simultaneously 

Avoid washout penalties when short of cash 

Greater window to obtain good prices (lock in a price that they find 
attractive without having their crop fully established, and production 
outcome certain). 


Washout Protection would operate with a tonnage limit applying to 
each grower . A grower would be able to contract up to 35% of his 
total production with Washout Protection against forward contracts. 
Total production would be determined by multiplying average yield by 
wheat croppable area for the season (this would be subject to 
assessment). 


For a “fee” AWB would not ask the grower to pay the washout penalty 
if the grower is unable to deliver, however, the Washout Protection 
premium must be paid regardless of whether grower delivers or not. 


The premium would be weighted according to the risk weighting 
(yield variability within the region), and the premium would be 
deducted from the growers’ payments upon delivery. 


The Australian Wheat Yield Survey will determine the risk weighting 
for the AWB. 


To avoid the complications associated with claims management at 
SD level, AWB would like to commission the ABS to collect enough 
yield data by SLA each year for wheat ONLY, so that it is sufficient to 
provide accurate representations of average yield within those SLA’s 
for wheat crops in order to operate a Washout Protection product for 


growers. 


SCOPE 

The Australian Wheat Yield Survey was intended to be sent to all 
businesses on the Australian Business Register that have an 
Estimated Value of Agricultural Operations (EVAO) above $5000, 
with the sample concentrated in the target wheat-growing Statistical 
Local Areas (SLA). 


Over coverage is a known frame deficiency of the new Australian 
Business Register (ABR). Approximately 20-30% of units on the 
frame are expected to be out-of-scope because they are not 
conducting agricultural activity (as defined by the ABS). Duplication of 
units is expected on the ABR based frame. This register will (in 2003) 
be a combination of the ABS Inteframe and Australian Tax Office 
(ATO) maintained businesses. 


These figures are based on the current Coverage Survey frame of 
203,000 units. These issues are currently being addressed. The 
number of duplicates and out-of-scopes will be reduced before 
finalising the frame prior to selection. 


DATA DETAIL 

Conceptual framework 

Data was intended to be collected from establishments that grow 
wheat and whose predominant activity is agriculture. 


An agricultural establishment is an establishment which is engaged 
mainly in agricultural activities (i.e. classified to the Australian and 
New Zealand Standard Industry Classification (ANZSIC) Sub-Division 
O - Agriculture. 


An establishment with agricultural activity is usually a single physical 
location which is used for the production of crops (including fruit and 
vegetables) and/or for the raising of livestock and the production of 
livestock products. 


The survey intended to collect area and production for wheat from 
which the average yield (production / area) is then derived. 


Main outputs 

Note that area and production of wheat will have been collected in 
the 2002-03 Agricultural Survey (AS). However, the AS produces 
reliable yields only at the Statistical Division (SD) level. Intra-SD 
variability is too high for this output to be used for the purposes of the 


AWB Ltd. 


The Australian Wheat Yield Survey (AWYS) would have produced 
wheat yield figures at the Statistical Local Area (SLA) level, thus 
allowing AWB Ltd to achieve its "Washout Protection" objectives. 
Relative Standard Errors (RSE) of about 2.5% are required to do this. 
This could have been achieved with a sample of about 24,000. 


Because some of these units would have been selected in the AS, 
there would have been no need to dispatch to these. Thus the 24,000 
units would havel been made up of about 8,000 units selected in the 
AS and about 16,000 units in the AWYS. The collection costs 
associated with the 16,000 would have been met by the AWB Ltd. 


The information that AWB Ltd would need ABS to provide on the 
Statistical Local Areas that it requires are: 


Population surveyed within each SLA. 
Percentage of SLA population surveyed 
Area sown to wheat in 2002-03 

Wheat Tonnages produced in 2002-03 
Yield.

OVERVIEW 

The biannual survey of Average Weekly Earnings (AWE) is designed 
to provide an accurate estimate of the current average value of 
wages and salaries paid to employees by an employer over a 
specified period. It collects employment and earnings data from a 
sample of businesses taken from the ABS Business Register 
(ABSBR). The data is used to estimate the average weekly earnings 
of employees in Australia. Estimates of average weekly ordinary time 
and total earnings are available for full-time adult employees and total 
earnings are available for all employees and are classified by sector, 
state or territory, industry and sex. Estimates of AWE were originally 
calculated using data from the payroll tax system (and other 
sources). Following the decision to stop using payroll tax data, the 
AWE sample survey was introduced in September 1981 to collect 
data on average earnings. Since the May 2011 edition, Average 
Weekly Cash Earnings (AWCE) series have also been released as 
additional (not replacement) AWE series. The difference between the 
AWCE and the AWE series is the average weekly amount salary 
sacrificed. 


PURPOSE 

The primary purpose of the AWE is to provide estimates of the level 
of average earnings at a point in time and, while not optimally 
designed for movements in average earnings, the frequency of 
collection supports a time series of these level estimates. Data on the 
average level of earnings are useful for providing a level benchmark 


to compare a specific amount to an average level of earnings (for 
example, what an individual earns compared to the average). 


SCOPE 
All wage and salary earners who received pay for the reference 
period are represented in the AWE survey, except: 


e members of the Australian permanent defence forces; 
employees of enterprises primarily engaged in agriculture, 
forestry or fishing; 

employees in private households; 

employees of overseas embassies, consulates, etc.; 
employees based outside Australia; and 


the payroll. 
Also excluded are the following persons who are not regarded as 
employees for the purposes of the survey: 


e employees paid under the Australian Government's Paid 
Parental Leave Scheme 


employees on workers' compensation who are not paid through 


e casual employees who did not receive pay during the reference 


period; 


e employees on leave without pay who did not receive pay during 


the reference period: 

e employees on strike, or stood down who did not receive pay 
during the reference period; 

e directors who are not paid a salary; 

e proprietors/partners of unincorporated businesses; 

e self-employed persons such as subcontractors, owner/drivers, 
consultants; and 

e persons paid solely by commission without a retainer.

Up until the May 2012 collection, Average Weekly Earnings was 
conducted on a quarterly basis. However, the frequency of the AWE 
survey is now biannual, with the May 2012 editing being the last 
quarterly issue and the November 2012 edition the first produced on 
a biannual basis. AWE data is now produced twice a year relating to 
the May and November reference periods only. Data is collected and 
released on the same basis as before for the May and November 
reference periods. The survey collects information pertaining to 
Average Weekly Earnings for the last pay period ending on or before 
the third Friday of the middle month of the reference quarter (i.e. May 
and November).
